A Verdict Given Against the 
| Sherif 


THE PLAINTIFF COULD NOT PAY. 


A Romantic Story About a PHiest 


He Thinks He Should Have 
a Present—Court Notes— 
New Cases. 


‘Yesterday the culminating touches 


were put to the damage suit against 
Sheriff Aguirre and James Hellman of 
San Pedro, brought by James O. Dall, 
for lacerated feelings in being im- 
prisoned in the County Jail. The 
plaintiff was one of the participants in 
the tarring and feathering of Gus Bre- 
men at San Pedro, last year, and 
turned State’s evidence to clear him- 
self, 


There was some additional téstimony 


yesterday morning, when the case was 
closed on both sides. 


Mr. Damron, of counsel for the plain- 


tiff, stated to Judge Clark that the 
evidence had demonstrated the fact 
that Mr. Hellman and Deputy Constable 
Hansen had not been sufficiently con- 
nected with the imprisonment of the 
plaintiff to render them liable, and 
therefore moved that they be dis- 
missed. The motion was allowed and 
S. M. White, Esq., and his clients left 
the courtroom. 


Arguments in the case as to Sheriff 


Aguirre were made during the after- 
noon by Mr. Robarts for the defend- 


ant and Mr. Damron for the plaintiff. 
The case was given to the jury about 


4 o’clock, and they remained out until 
60 clock, when they returned into the 
courtroom with a verdict. The Court 


inspected it, and then requested the 
plaintiff to pay the jurors’ fees, The 
money was not forthcoming, and the 
verdict was sealed up until the coin is 
paid. There is a verdict for the 
plaintiff, but whether it is nominal or 
not cannot be stated. It is believed, 
however, that the verdict does not 
reach up into the thousands. 
AN INTERESTING CASE. 

Quite an unusual insanity case was 
tried before Judge Wade yesterday af- 
ternoon. The patient was a Catholic 

riest from Canada, whose name is 
ohn Baptist Villancour. The com- 
against him was P. 
audry, and he was quite affected 
during the A. N. being obliged 
to cease testifying once or twice on ae- 
count of his emotion, The patient 
was an intellectual and gentlemanly- 
looking man, about 40 years of age. 
He 8 English with a strong 
French accent, but is evidently a well - 
educated man. 

Dr. Nadeau was the first witness 
examined, and from his statement it 
appears that she priest came to Los 
Angelos in December, 1888. He called 
on Dr. Nadeau, and was suffering from 
neuralgic pains. He went to Fulton 
Wells and then to Santa Monica, af- 
terward returning to Montreal. Before 
he left-his finances became low and 
Dr. Nadeau and Mr. Beaudry assisted 
him. Before he left he conceived the 
idea that Mr. Beaudry had offered him 
$25,000, and he went back to Montreal 
under that Impression. While in Mon- 
treal he wrote a letter to Mr. Beaudry 
asking him to arrange the matter-so 
that he could draw the money. In one 
of the letters de state 1 2 82 
bishop of Montreal 
papers for the money. 

ecame back to Los pe and 
recently increased ihe amount of the 
suppositious gift to 850,000. Dr. Na- 
deau said the priest is sane on every 
subject, ‘except that of the gift, but 
upon that he is daft beyond any power 
to change the subject.

In an incoherent way Villancour 
said that he was told by Mr. Beaudry 
that the money was to be given to him. 
When he went back to Montreal he 
said that he wastold by some of his 
“‘confreres”’ that the bishop was trying 
to steal the money from him. Then he 
said he wrote the letter annoying Mr. 
Beaudry,infun. He spoke volubly 
and with many gestures, but refused to 
speak on any subject except that under 
discussion, When asked about his 
former life or his family, he would sa 
that that was not the question in hand; 
he could answer the question, but 
could not be compelled to do so. It 
was the opinion of the physicians that 
he would recover if placed where he 
could be promptly treated, and unless 
he is so placed he is liable’ to do some 
injury, He was therefore committed to 
Stockton.

COAL OIL EXPLOSION. 


Three Persons Wounded at the San 
Gabriel Rapid Transit Yard.

A’ Bill Passed to Use the Saints’ 
Wealth ſor School Purposes. 


The Struggle Over the Silver Bill 
Resumed in the House. 


Speaker Reed's Ruling, Referring the 
Measure to the Coinage Com- 
mittee, Finally Sustained 
—Other Matters.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.] The House bill sup- 
plementary to the act of March 22, 
1882, in reference to bigamy, was taken 
up. It provides that ail funds of the 
property lately belonging to the Mor- 
mon Church shall be devoted to the 
use and benefit of the common schools 
in Utah. 

Mr. Butler offered an amendment 
devoting the funds to the endowment of 
inatitutions of learning in Utah, and 
for that purpose turning them over to 
the general board of education of the 
Church of Jesus Christ Latter Day 
Saints, subject to regulations to be 
approved by the President of the 
United States, and not to be used in 
teaching or propogating polygamy. 

Mr. Edmunds, in charge of the bill, 
opposed the amendment. :

approaches to Hamburg and Bremen.

Returned Tourist.—There is very little 
water in the Yosemite Falls; the snows 
have melted earlier than usual, and 
the snow was not so heavy during the 
past winter. The hotels, stages, etc., 
are owned by one company, and you 
May imagine what chancea tourist 
has, with ordinary board and a dining- 
room at $4 a day; this is the lowest 
price. Last Thursday an Indian named 
Bullock was killed on Big Creek, near 
Wawona, the Big Tree station. It 
seems an Indian is killed there every 
summer, ostensibly for the ac- 
commodation of sight-seers. Here 
is a coincidence: Last summer, 
on the 14th of June, an Indian, also 
named Bullock, or ‘‘Bushy-head Tom,“ 
was killed at Wawona.

It was a cold- 
blooded murder, committed by a 
“squaw-man,’”’ which means a white 
man married toasquaw. This assas- 
sination of Bullock’s brother grew 
out of this murder one year ago, and 
it was committed in the same manner. 
Several tourists denounced the mur- 
der, but several of the hoodlum stage- 
drivers gave them to understand that 
“We are running this camp.“ The 
Yosemite is becoming a resort for 
rough characters and the flashy ele- 
ment—married women without bus- 
bands and benedicts with no wives. 
Southern Californians have better re- 
sorts nearer home. 3 

Disgusted Pedestrian.—In view of the 
number of runaways, nearly all of 
which are attributed to barking dogs 
and bicycles, both should be driven 
from the streets. What right has one 
of these dudes, too stingy to pay car 
fare, to charge through the streets, re- 
gardiess of pedestrians who are en- 
deavoring to make the crossings? They 
ring some kind of a bell or gong, which 
only serves to frighten horses, and in 
numerous cases the nuisance, which 
moves, noiselessly, is almost upona 
person before he seesit.

The Honey Cropof 1890, 
Dally San Diegan.] 

The first carload of the season’s 
honey crop pulled out yesterday for 
Boston, taking the superior extracted 
honey for which San Diego county is 
famous. As this is one of the even 
numbered years a large yield is antic- 
ipated, and althongh brush fires have 
interfered somewhat it is expected 
that the yield will be nearly 
five hundred thousand pounds greater 
than in 1889. A boney-dealer 
who has carefully watched the in- 
dustry, in which he was actively 
engaged for twenty years previous, as- 
serts that the county’s crop last, year 
was about one million pounds, although 
a honey-buying firm at San Francisco 
has stated it to be but 200,000 pounds. 
In contradiction of this he names one 
roducer alone who supplied the mar- 

et with 300,000 pounds, and with 
what he knows of the other apiaries is 
satisfied that 1,000,000 pounds is not 
an overestimate. The best years were 
1874, 1876, 1878, 1880 and 1884, when, 
some 3,000, 000 pounds were produced— 
the county’s largest crop. 

Since 1869, when J. 8. Harbison and 
R. J. Clark of near Sacramento discov- 
ered that San Diego county was a bee 
paradise with its slopes, mesas and 
rolling hills grown thick with floral 
— ucing shrubs and plants, the nectar 

as been harvested by the industrious 
winged farmers. In the past four years 
the county bas made a reputation in 
the East and in Europe, which is suffi- 
cient proof to farmers and horticul- 
turists that if they will utilize in this 
way the honey producing plants 
of their acreage while thei~ 
es and vines are coming 00 
aring they will have no need t com- 
plain of hard times meagwiile. Ex- 
rts agree that the county bas no in- 
ields large a profit 
8 capital fuvested. To start 
th, astand of bees must be pur- 
chased for one up to three dollars, 
which in winter would mean about 
tweaty thousand bees, and in summer 
from fifty to eighty thousand. In this 
climate, apiarists must bear in mind 
the bees work every day in the year. 
Near the coast the swarming season 
begins about March Ist, but later 
at higher altitudes. The season 
for surplus honey begins May 
Istand ends about September 20th. 
The first plant of the early spring 
which allures them is the willow, then 
the alfileria and the varieties of crows- 
foot—white, blue, yellow and pink. By 
the time they begin to produce their 
surplus the blue sage is in bloom, fol- 
lowed by the white sage, sumac, wild 
alfalfa AA also as broomweed or 
tungle-foot,) then buckwheat grease- 
wood,“ and lastly the honeydew from 
cottonwoods and willows. They must 
have water during the brooding sea- 
son, and, the heavier the rainfall, the 
larger the crop will be in ayy year.

THE EARTH IS DRYING UP. 


Curious Shrinkage of the Lakes“ 
Seas and Rivers of the World. 
{St. Louis Republic.] 

To the inundated residents of the 
States of the Lower Mississippi it 
will, no doubt, seem like rankest folly 
to attempt to prove that our water sup- 
ply is becoming less and less year by 
year. There is, however, evidence that 
the amount of water on thesurface of the 
earth has been steadily diminishing 
for many thousands of years. No one 
doubts that there was a time when the 
Caspian Sea communicated with the 
Black Sea, and when the Mediterra- 
nean covered the greater part of the 
Desert of Sahara. in tact, geologists 
tell us that at one time the whole 
earth’s surface was covered by water 
many fathoms in depth. 

All rivers and small streams are vis- 
ibly smaller than they were twenty- 
five years ago, Country brooks in 
which men now living were accustomed 
to fish and bathe in their boyhood, 
have,in many cases, totally disap- 
— in consequence of the failure of 
prings and rains which once fed them. 
The level of the great lakes are falling 
year by year. There are many piers 
on the shores of lake-side cities which 
vessels once approached with ease, but 
which now just reach de water’s edge. 
Harbor surveyors, will tell you that 
harbors are sha’vwer than they were 
even a decade ago. This is not due to 
the gradusi deposit of earth 
down b; rivers, as some may ppose, 
nor io the refuse from city sewers 
Tue harbor of Toronto has almost 
‘ceased to be of use, despite the fact 
that it has been dredged out to the per- 
manent bottom rock. 

All the dredging that can be done in 
New York harbor has failed to per- 
manently deepen it. The growing 
shallowness of the Hudson river is no- 
ticeable, and, like the outlet to Lake 
Champlain, which was once navigated 
by Indian canoes at all seasons, the 
upper Hudson is now almost baie 
of water during the summer. The 
Des Moines river, in lowa, once 
navigated to the mouth of Raccoon 
Fork, the present site of the city of 
Des Moines, will now hardly float a 
fisherman’s rowboat; the steamboat 
has not plowed its bosom for over a 
quarter of acentury. In all parts of 
the world there is the same decrease in 
the waters of rivers and lakes. 

If this state of affairs continues un- 
til the year 2,000,000 A.D. the water 
question will be of more interest than 
that of prohibition. 


Bridges Across the Hudson. 

There are now two bridges across the 
navigable waters of the Hudson, one 
at Albany and the other at Pough- 
keepsie. Thedatter is built on stone 
—＋ and cost $5,000,000. Within a 
ew days the running of mane pas- 
senger trains from Boston to Phillips- 
burg, N. J., overthe bridge was 

un. There are other schemes to 
ridge the Hudson. Last week the 
romoters of the proposed Peekskill 
ridge meet in Wall street and elected 
directors. The Peekskill bridge will, 
if it is ever completed, cost probably 
as much as ten million dollars. A 
more likely and more important, 
ough far more stupendous 
work is that of building a 
bridge across the Hudson, or North 
River, at some point between Tenth 
street and Harlem in this city. That 
such a bridge can ultimately be con- 
structed there can be little doubt, but 
it will cost probably not less than 
$40,000,009, and will tax the engineer- 
ing skillof the country. In this con- 
nection a statement of earnings of the 
East-river bridge may be of interest. 
The receipts from tolls during the 
year ending June Ist were $1,078,847, 
the largest on record, being $113,794 
greater than during the preceding 
year. 
since its opening, May 23, 1883, amount 
to $5,388,036. A statement of expenses 
is not given.

THE CITY’S INDIGENT SICK. 


Health Officer Sherk Suggests a 
Pian for Their Care. 

The following letter from Health 
Officer Sherk was read before the 
Council yesterday afternoon: ‘‘At the 
request of your president I submit for 
your consideration the following plan 
for procuring medical attendance and 
advice for the sick poor of the city: 

„Hospitals are expensive and would 
not fill the bill; for one that the city 
could afford to keep would of necessity 
be limited to a small number of beds; 
and, too, there are very few hospital 
cases here. Most of those needing at- 
tention eduld be treated at home. 

“I propose that a city physician be 
appointed, whose duties shall be sim- 
Har to those of the so-called ‘poor- 
doctors’ in the large eastern cities. He 
should attend at their homes all such 
poor as shall make application to the 
members of the Board of Trustees, and 
who may be deemed by them worthy 
of assistance, That should mean any 
one who has not the means 
to employ a physician, and no 
one who bas such means should 
be allowed to take advantage 
of the city’s charity. The City Physi- 
cian should have the right to refuse to 
treat any patients whom, on visiting, 
he should judge able to employ a phy- 
sician. 

J would also recommend that an 
unoccupied room in the City Hall be 
set aside for a dispensary-room, in 
which the City Physician should on 
regular days, say twice a week and at 
stated hours, bold clinics, to which all 
the sick poor, who are not confined to 
the house, could come for medical ad- 
vice and treatment. The cost of fitting 
up such room would not be more than 
ten to fifteen dollars, and the monthly 
amount needed for drugs, etc., would 
not exceed three to five dollars. Ar- 
rangements could be made with some 
druggist to fill all prescriptions for the 
patients at cost, or as near cost as 
possible. Most any one could afford 
to buy their own medicine, and the city 


could furnish it for the very few who

OVER EIGHTY DAYS. 


The Protracted Sleep of Grace 
Gridley. | 

A special to the New York Press, 
— Amboy, III., June 7th, 1s as fol- 
ows: 

In a quiet room on the shady side ot 
one of Amboy’s pleasant homes stands 
a dainty bed, upon which, with r 
cheeks, lightly-closed eyes and half- 
smiling lips, slumbers pretty Grace 
Gridley, the daughter of one of Am- 
boy’s merchants, the Sleep- 
ing auty,“ as she has come to be 
known. 

On the night of March 15, 1890, she 
retired to rest as usual in perfect 
health, so far as her parents know. 
The next morning she did not appear 
at the breakfast table at her usual 
hour.. Her mother went up to call 
her, and found ber sleeping so soundly 
that she decided not to awaken her, 
saying: It will do her good.“ .So 
Graco slept all that day, and when 
supper time came she was still sleep- 
ing, and her mother found it impossi- 
ble to arouse her. Becoming alarmed, 
the family called in pbysicians, but 
every method known to them was ap- 
plied unsuccessfully. Medical gentle- 
men came from other cities, and a 
consultation was held, but they could 
not solve the puzzle. They had all her 
cases of trance, and had read of cases 
similar to Grace’s, but never in their 
experience had they encountered a 
case like this. 

Only once since falling into her long 
sleep has Miss Grace shown the slight- 
est consciousness. When she bad been 
asleep for about a week the nurse left 
the room a few moments. Upon her 
return she found that Grace had arisen 
from her bed and left the room.

Handle Horses. 


SOME VALUABLE SUGGESTIONS. 


The Saddle, Whip, Spurs and Other 
‘Accoutrements That Are Used 
How to Handle a Re- 
fractory Horse. 


1890—FroR THE TIMES.] 
The horse is one of the most intelli- 


gent ot animals. He can be taught to 


do most anything but speak. During 
an experience of fifteen years I have 
bandled over seventeen thousand of 
the most vicious kickers, balkers, 
strikers, plungers, biters, bolters, shy- 
ers and horses possessing all other 
vicious habits known. I have yet to 


find the horse I could not by my 


methods conquer, subdue and make 
docile in a short time. It is gratify- 
ing and with some feeling of pride that 
I mention the fact that I have not in- 
jured a single horse during my long 
and successful career. And it is 
a source of happiness to know 
that I have not ever been cruel 
to one of the noblest of dumb 
animals. My methods are simple and 
perfect. It is recorded in history that 
‘Alexander was the first to ride and 
tame his steed Bucephalas. He did it 
by mastering the horse and not by 
sheer brutality. ‘Lhere is a big dis- 
tinstion between mastering a horse and 
cowing the animal by cruel brutality. 
Many horses have more sense than 
their riders; The equine knows when 
he is at the —2 of some inexperi- 
enced rider, and ſt only renders the 
animal restive and apprehensive. A 
horse should never deceived by 
words or action. When a driver or 
rider pulls the reins and says, ““whoa,”’ 
he should mean it and stick to it. But 
to cry “whoa,” jerk the reins and lash 
the horse at the same time is confus- 
ing and means nothing. 


Equestrian pastime, I notice, is be- 
coming a fad, and a commendabie one, 
too, among ladies. Hundreds of them 
ride daily in the park and on the boule- 
vard. I have often been asked what 
kind of saddles ladies should use, and 
how they should carry themselves in 
the saddie. A lady’s saddle should be 
carefully fitted to the horse and 
should always be a third crutch. 
An extra leather girth should be 
msed to keep the flaps of the 
maddie in their places. The stirrup

perfect goer should be chosen As a 
rule, the idea seems to prevail that a 
horse with a beautiful outline will 
carry a lady; but it is an egregious 
mistake. 

If it were left to the ladies to decide 
they would soon select suitable horses. 
Ladies are usually light, and a horse 
that will easily carry them is generally 
unfit to mount the average map, be- 
cause he is so much heavier. Few 
ladies who ride weigh more than one 
hundred and thirty pounds, and 
most of them weigh considerably less. 
Itis shameful and ungallant to attempt 
to make the scrub horse essentially a 
lady’s horse. Now, my idea is that in 
point of soundness, action, mouth and 
temper, the lady’s horse should be un- 
impeachable. A gentleman’s horse 
may be good yet wholly unable to can- 
ter and so formed that he cannot be 
taught, therefore he is totally unsuited 
toalady. On the other hand, every 
lady’s horse should do his paces well. 
I know that ladies never trot, 
but they should not be furnished with 
the excuse that 8 cannot because 
their horses will not. In size, the lady’s 
horse should be about fifteen hands 
high, or from fourteen and one-half to 
fifteen and one-half, for less than this 
allows the habit to trail in the dirt, and 
more makes the horse too lofty and un- 
wieldy for a lady's use. In breaking a 


may’ horse, if he is of good temper 
and fine mouth, little need be done to 
make him canter easily and with the 


right leg foremost. This is necessary, 
because the other leg is uncomfortable 


to the rider from her side position in 
the saddle. The breaker should, there- 
tore, get the horse accustomed to start 
off with the right leg. He should also 
bend him thoroughly, so as to make 


‘him canter well in his hind legs and 


not with the disturbed action which 
we so often see.

advantage of every inch yielded, an

When this “sitting on the haunches”’ 
is accomplished, a horse cloth may be 
strapped on the near side of the saddle 
to accustom him to the flapping of the 
habit; but I have always found in an 
ordinary good-tempered horse that, if 
the paces and mouth were all perfect, 
the habit is sure to be borne. 

Many gentlemen make the excuse 
that their horses have never carried a 
lady; but my answer is, that if they 
will quietly carry a gentleman they 
will carry a lady in the same style, 
though they may not be suitable to her 
seat or hand. Many ladies hold the 
reins as in driving, and it isin some re- 
aspects better; because it allows the 
hand to be lower than the gentleman's 
mode, and the ends of the reins fall 
better over the habit. In mounting,

the horse should be held as steadily as 
for a gentleman’s use, taking care to 
keep him well up to the place where 
the lady stands, from which he is very 
apt to slide away. 

The gentleman assistant then places 
his ros hand on his right knee, ora 
little below it, and receives the lady’s 
left foot. Previously to this she should 
have taken the rein in her right hand, 
which is placed on the middle crutch, 
then, with her left hand on the gentle- 
man’s shoulder and her foot in his 
band, she should make a spring from 
the ground, and immediately stiffen her 
left leg, using his hand, steadied by his 
knee, as a second foundation for a 
spring, and then she can be easily lifted 
up to her seat by the hand following 
and finishing her spring with what little 
force is required. As she rises, ber 
hand should still keep hold of the 
crutch which throws the body sideways 
in the saddle, and then she lifts her 
* — knee over the middle crutch. 
After this graceful mount she should 
lift herself up from the saddle so the 
gentieman can draw her habit from 
under her until smooth. He should 
theu place her left foot in the stirrup, 
including with it a fold of her habit, 
and when she is firmly seated she 
should take her reins and use them the 
game as a gentleman. 

It is difficult to make every one per- 
fect, and the mistake that is con- 
stantly being made in mounting is in 
the use of the lady’s knee which 
should be carefully straightened the 
moment it can be effected, for if kept 
bent it requires a great power to litt a 
lady into the saddle, whereas with a 
good spring and u straight knee, she 
ought to weigh but a few pounds in 
the hand.

This is the greatest 
mistake imaginable, for there can be 
no doubt from what is seen in private 
as well as in the circus that it requires 
as great an effort of the horse to dis- 
lodge a good female rider as it does a 
gentleman. Wheu the old single 
crutch was in use it gave a good hold 
to the leg, but now that the third is 
added, the grip is really a firm one. 
When this is not used the crutch is

Well, the horse does not under- 
stand the reason for such treatment 
and naturally supposes that the object 
which had frightened bim is giving the 
punishment.

The whip is necessary, 
as arule, but should always be used 
with discretion tempered with mercy.

And 
above all never lie to your horse, never 
deceive him or make false motions, for 
if you do you will never make a suc- 
cess as a trainer of the horse. Man- 
kind are too ape to depend upon their 
own strength beat the horse, with- 
out making use of the reasoning 
powers to outgeneral him; and, in 
many instances, such an exercise of 
tyranny over the horse only engenders 
a rebellious spirit on the part of the 
animal. Lay aside your strength and 
use your reason. 

Be moderate, be temperate. No 
man can become a good horseman 
without first having complete control 
over himself. Be firm, be persevering. 
be honest. Itis quite common to say 
‘‘whoa,” when it is only intended to 
go slower, or when the horse has not 
stirred a foot, to let him know of your 
presence. One day whon your life 


may depend upon a wWwhoa,“ you 
will find that your horse is not 
stopped by it because you have 


entirely played it outofhim. Speak 
always in anatural tone of voice under 
all circumstances. Always let your 


horse face the object of his fear; and |. 


when frightened, remember the slower 
you move your horse the more power 
you have over him. There are times 
when letting a horse trot is almost as 
bad as letting him run away. 

A parting word on the subject: Fear 
is something a horseman should never 
exhibit in his countenance or voice, as 
the horse is a close observer, and soon 
learns to take advantage of such indi- 
cations to become careless of control, 
if not indeed aggressive. Let your 
lessons be thorough, but not very long. 
Be gentle and patient with the colt, but 
make the willful, stubborn horse feel 
the full extent of your power until he 
submits. 

The way to educate a horse not to be 
afraid of things is to get him used to 
them by bringing him into frequent 
contact with them. If the horse is 
afraid of the report of firearms only 
just throw him down and fire off a pis- 
tolover him. Whenever he makes a 
motion to get up pull the strap tbat 
holds him down and fire off the pistol 
again. This can be repeated. 
‘and a lesson should last thirty 
or am minutes. The -next day 
give him another lesson, and in 
out three days the horse will 
no attention to the discharge of 
arms. The theory of this is very sim- 
ple. All that you have to do is to con- 
vince a horse that you are his friend, 
and, he is not going to be harmed. A 
horse has to gain confidence in any one. 
and then, whatever you ask him to do, 
he will be willing to perform. There is 
no secret way to juggie with or hyp- 
notize a horse. Rational methods, res- 
olution and firmness are the requisites 
necessary to assist in handling, riding 
and driving vicious horses. Extreme 


measures have frequently to be adopted 


even with men to keep them under 


as proper subjection, but after that has 


been done, gentleness and kindness are 
essential. 

My idea has been and is now that 
the Government should establish a 
horse farm. The United States Gov- 
ernment owns ten thousand horses 
and five thousand mules, the great 
majority of which arein the West on 
the frontier. Every year the service 
buys hundreds of horses, the greater 
number of which are broncos.“ 
or western-bred horses. They cost 
the Government on an average 
$118 each, and are only saddle 


broken, which means that they have 


been ridden two or psssibly three 
times each by a ‘pemeo-buster,” 
These same horses can be bought at 


an average price of $46 per head wild. 


What the Government needs is a Gov- 
ernment farm,where first, the breeding 


army should be carried on; second, the 
training and education of such horses; 
and, third, to provide a hospital and 
recuperating stable for Government 
horses. 

There are volumes that could be 
written on this subject. In short, 1 
advocate the establishment of a Gov- 
ernment: farm, of a horse hospital, 
where horses that are condemned can 
be sent, properly doctored and han- 
died, and allowed to recuperate their 
—＋ — and health. The Government 
has thrown away thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars by having no such in- 
firmary in the past. 

In my judgment Congress will soon 
look into the merits of this plan and 
1 it, at least in its leading particu- 

ars. 

I protest against the brutal way 
horses are shipped. They are crowded 
and jammed into acarin a way that 
ought to kill them all before they have 
traveled many hundred miles. Human 
beings could not stand such crowdin 
without fearful mortality. Railroa 
companies should be compelled by law 
to provide suitable cars for the ship- 
ment of horses. 

The number of horses in the United 
States in 1850 was 4,336,719, and in 1880, 
10,859,448. It is interesting to com- 
pare the statistics of railroads with the 
above. In the past thirty years the 
railroad mileage has increased from 
9021 to 93,671. It was thought that the 
iron horse would greatly diminish in 
number the domesticanimal, but some- 
how the more miles of road built the 
greater the increase inthe number of 
horses.
